Gity crime incidents in eight major 
categories decrease by 5-3 ratio

Virginia Beach's population 
from 1986-1987 increased from 
322,460 to 332,490 and crime in- 
cidents im eight major categories 
were, down in five and up in 
three, according to statistics 
recently compiled by the Uniform 
Crime Reporting Section of the 
Virginia Department of State 
Police. 

Approximately 23 percent of 
crimes were cleared or solved in 
1987 up from the approximate 20 
percent solved in 1986. 

In the murder/noB-negligent 
manslaughter category, 25 were 
reported in 19*86 and 1 1 in 1987. 
In the forcible rape category 85 
were reported in 1986 and 125 
were reported in 1987; cobbery, 
337 in 1986 and 323 in 1987; 
aggravated assault, 309 in 1986 
and 269 in 1987; burglary, 4,475 
in 1986 and 4,046 in 1987; lar- 
■ ceriy, 11,779 in 1986 and 13,198 
in 1987; motor vehicle (MV) 
theft, 754 in 1986 and 761 in 
1987; and arson, 174 in 1986 and 
152 in 1987, according to the 
report. 

There were 23,739 adult and 
5,046 juvenile arrests in the city 
of Virginia Beach in 1987, accor- 
ding to the report. 

There are 504 sworn officers in 
Virginia Beach; 462 of whom are 
male and 42 which ar&Jemai%^ 
There are 187 civilian officers in 
Virginia Beach, the report stated. 

State police reported recently 
that Uniform Crime Reports 
reflect an increase of eight per- 
cent in the Index Crimes for the 
first three months of 1988 com- 
pared to those reported for the' 
same period in 1987, according to 
a Virginia State Police press 
release. 

There were 56,821 serious 
crimes reported statewide in the

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first quarter of 1988 compared to 
52,570 in the first quarter of 
1987. Increases were reported in 
all categories in the state except 
aggravated assault, which was 
down 3.9 percent, according to 
the press release. The highest in- 
crease was reported in motor 
vechicle theft, up 33 percent. 
Countries over 100,000 reported 
a 32 percent increase, the release 
added. 

In the state of Virginia, mur- 
der/non-negligent manslaughter 
increased by 19.8 percent, the 
release stated. There were 127 



reported cases of murder and in 
the first quarter of 198& com- 
pared to 106 for the satjie period 
in 1987, it stated. Reports of for- 
cible rape increased by 18.2 per- 
cent, robbery increased by 17.9 
percent, burglary increased by 
3.3 percent, and larceny in- 
creased by 7.6 percent, it added. 

Statewide arrests also increased 
by 8.3 percent, with the greatest 
increase for motor vehicle theft at 
54.7 percent and for murder at 
29.2 percent over the same three 
month reporting period, accor- 
ding to the release.

Mary Sigillo Barraco does 
not take her precious freedoms 
and liberties of being an 
American citizen lightly. 
• After all, she had them taken 
away once during World War 
II, and she has dedicated her 
Ufe to the pursuit of freedom 
and to make people aware that 
the terror of another Hitler 
could happen again. 

"I love my freedom and I 
don't ever want to lose it 
again," said Barraco. "It's 
only after we have lost our 
freedom that we truly ap- 
preciate its value." 

Barraco, sometimes 
described as a true American 
patriot, said Americans take 
their freedoms for granted and 
is concerned with present 
societal apathy. 



"We cannot sit by idly and 
watch our rights legislated into 
history," Barraco said. "We 
must feel America in our hear- . 
ts; understand her with our 
minds; and defend her, if our 
freedom is threatened." 

The Linkhorn resident is in 
great demand for various 
speaking engagements 
throughout Hampton Roads 
and out-of-state, she said. She 
has spoken at civic league 
meetings, schools, workshops, 
nursing homes, church fun- 
ctions, dinners and seminars. 
She tries to touch her audiences 
by her portrayal of her life and 
by her inspirational message. 

Barraco was born in Lawren- 
ce, Massachusetts to parents, 
Fortunato and Leona Sigillo. 
She moved to Belgium at the 
age of seven, because her 
mother's family lived there and 
her father, a radio technician. 



was going to start his own 
business. She had a very strict 
up bringing but enjoyed a very 
close relationship with all her 
family relatives. 

"The Gestapo broke my 
bones. . . but they were 
never able to take my 
faith, "said Barraco 
emotionally. 

A fluent speaker of five 
languages, Barraco attended St. 
Mary's Academy in Belgium 
and was a opera student at the 
National Conservatory of 
Music and Drama when the 
■Nazis occupied Belgium. She 
JOTned the Belgium and France 
R^istance at the age ot 16 and 
was instrumental she said, in " 
the rescue of numerous downed 
American, English and 
Ouiadian pilots. She supplied 



them with forged idenity papers 
she said, and was the editor of 
an underground newspaper and a 
• saboteur who derailed railroad 
cars carrying supplies to the 
Nazis. 

"I felt my freedoms were 
taken and I could not live under 
a totalitarian government," 
said Barraco. "We (the 
Resistance) were all there for 
the same reason - to fight the 
Nazis." 

Serving on the front lines was 
no place for a woman, said 
Barraco. She served as a liason 
officer with the Belgium Par- 
tisan Army and the First 
Canadian Army on the front 
lines in Holland, Belgium and 

France. 

Her personal decorations 
range from medals for bravery 
from France and Belgium to the 
Medal of Honor from the

Skateboarding: a fun 
activity or loud nuissanee 



The art of skateboarding provides a lot of fun 
recreation for many Virginia Beach youngsters. But 
recently, it has been causing great headaches and 
annoyance for some residents of Thoroughgood 
Estates. 

The popular sport of skateboarding is a positive 
activity which occupies young people's free time. 
Enthusiastic skateboarders spend hours perfecting 
their craft, trying new daring stunts, and having 
fun with their friends. Idle time of young people A 
could be spent participating in much more 
detrimental activities than skateboarding such 
as — drugs, alcohol, crime, fights, etc. 

James Sattie, a resident of Thoroughgood . 
Estates, allowed his 1 1 -year-old son and his friends 
to build their own skateboard ramp in his back 
yard next to the pool. He said he thought it would 
be good clean fun and he Uked the idea of having 
his son in his own back yard instead of hanging out 
at some street corner. 

Sattie's neighbors disagree. They believe the mob 
of kids and young adults who use the Sattie's ramp 
are terrorizing their quiet and peaceful neigh- 
borhood. They have complained' about the noise 
generated from the skateboards rolling over the 
ramp and said it is a big nuissanee. It is also illegal. 

In 1984, the Board of Zoning Appeals decided 
that all backyard skateboard ramps at a private 
residence are against the city's zoning law, unless 
the city code is changed by city council or the 
decision is overruled by a Circuit Court judge. 

Sattie was issued two citations and has twice 
defied a city zoning officer's order to tear down the 
ramp within 48 hours. City council recently ordered 
a city attorney to seek a court injunction against 
Sattie. Sattie said he plans to fight it. 

A possible and good solution to this problem 
would be to construct more public skateboarding 
parks including a ramp in Bayside, City* council 
said it would study that jdea. — J.C.

When Barraco was 18, she 
said, she and her 17-year-old 
fiancee Arthur Libre, were 
betrayed and informed on by a 
fellow Belgium Resistance 
member for 750 francs^ which is 
about $12. 

"The Gestapo broke my 
bones... but they were never 
able to take my faith," said 
Barraco emotionally. 

Barraco was a survivor. She 
spent 16 months in Nazi prison 
camps. There she was beaten; 
burned; put into a steam cham- 
ber; and her teeth knocked out; 
her nose was repeatedly broken, 
and was subjected to tortures 
and experiments that leave 
mental scars to this day, she 
said. Her fiancee wasn't so 
lucky. She recalls one of her 
most darkest hours of her life... 

After being interrogated, 
she was lying on her bed, which 
was a board in her cell, when 
Sister Maria Helene came in. 
She was a nun allowed to be 
with us, she said. 

"She brought me that last let- 
ter Arthur wrote before he was 
executed by a firing squad," 
she said. 

Barraco relied on her deep 
faith and commitment to 
surivive the horrifying ordeals 
of being in a German prison 
camp. She was released on 
Christmas Day in 1943, and 
returned to the underground 
until the long-awaited 
Liberation Day finally came 
and the war was over. 

"I was just beside myself to 
see the Belgium flag fly again," 
said Barraco passionately. "I 
was so full of joy and just 



thanked God." 

At the war's end, she said, 
thousands cheered as she was 
awarded wkh the Resistance 
Cross by Pf ince Charles of 
Belgium. 

"I didn't cry when I got the 
medal, or when they played the 
Brabaconne (the Belgium 
national anthem), but when 
they presented me with the a 
huge bouquet of flowers the 
tears flowed," she recalled. 

The Lawrence native retur- 
ned to her hometown with her 
mother after the war. She 
married her beloved husband, 
Joseph J. Barraco in 1949 and 
spent her honeymoon at the 
Cavalier. She and her husband 
thought the beach was so 
beautiful that they ended up 
moving to the area. Barraco 
said she and her late husband 
had a very special relationship. 

"Everyone called us the 
example couple in our com- 
munity," said Barraco. "We 
had 29 wonderful years of 
love, support and sharing." 

Barraco was unable to have 
children because the Nazis had 
sterilized her. However, she 
adopted a baby girl Rita 
Angelene, and now has the 
most "precious gift God has 
given" - a grandchild. 

"My beautiful grandson 
symbolizes a new life and 
beginning," said Barraco. "I 
pray everyday that he will live a 
fruitful life and never have to 
look over his shoulders like his 
grammiedid." 

The 25-year Virginia Beach 
resident appreciates the respect 
and recognition she has 
received through the years. She 
has been named an Am- 
bassador of Virginia Beach and 
recognized bythe city as the 
Torchbearer of Freedom. 

"The picturesque and 



tranquil environment is what 
brought us down to Virginia 
Beach," said Barraco. " 1 hope 
the beauty of the city will not be 
completely destroyed by 
growth." 

In her spare time Barraco en- 
joys reading and crocheting gif- 
ts for friends. Most of her time 
is occupied by giving talks and 
helping others. She said that her 
work is never done. 

"I have always opened my 
home to people in need," said 
Barraco. "Ijeceivegreat 
satisfaction from helping 
others." 

Barraco 's greatest conviction 
today is toward youth. She has 
this message for young people: 

"Think for yourself, don't 
follow the leader .Know your 
qualities, and if you have a 
"right", assume you respon-

"Rising from being a high 
school drop-out to become a 
principal of three of the finest 
elementary schools in Virginia 
Be»:h is {vobably my greatest ac- 
complishment," said John Prine, 
principal of Malibu Elementary 
School. 

Prine was bom and grew up 
in Waterboro, South Carolina, 
about 50 miles west of Charles- 
ton. His family, who were 
shaj'ecroppers, experienced dif- 
flcuh times during the 
depressi^, he said. He 
docril^ his immediate family, 
consisting of his parents, one 
brother and one sister, as a 
"very close and Christian 
family." 



Prine recalls his early school 
days. 

"I had to walk five mil« to 
get to my grammar school," 

"Growing up I wanted 
to be either a cowboy or a 
Navy man, "Prine said. 
"After I found out that 
most cowboys werv only 
in storybooks and in the 
movies, Ijoin&ithe 
Navy." 

said Prine, referring to the 
South Coral Roadside Gram- 
mar School. The school was

'one side and fourth through six- 
th on the other.

Prine's favorite subject in 
school. 

The Princess Anne Plaza 
resident dropped out of high 
school because of the difficulty 
he was having with physics. He 
later regretted that decision and 
received his high school degree 
by passing a G.E.D. test in 
1945. 

"Growing up I wanted to be 
either a cowboy or a Navy 
man," Prine said. "After I 
found out that most cowboys 
were only in storybooks and in 
the movies, I joined the Navy." 

Prine ended up making a 
career in the Navy and retired 
as a Chief after 22 years. The 
aspect he enjoyed most about 
bdng in the Navy was the 
traveling. 

"I have been to China, 



Brazil, Panama, Peru, 
Phillipines and all the islands in 
the South Pacific," said Prine. 
The Malibu principal became 
interested in the teaching 
profession while recruiting for 
the Navy.

Lazy, hazy days 
spent in traffic 



Summer days at Virginia Beach can be filled with 
sun, fun, sports, frolicking, spending long days at 
the beach and long hours in traffic. 

If you have been noticing an increase in the 
already frustrating traffic tie-ups in Virginia Beach, 
you are not alone. 

The additional traffic problems are due to seven 
major road projects that are underway this sum- 
mer. The seven city projects, totaling $73 million, 
has Virginia Beach motorists' tempers rising as 
high as the temperature has been outside lately. 

The current road construction has drivers 
dodging potholes, merging into single lanes and 
driving between orange traffic cones. This all adds 
up to headaches, aggravation and inconvenience. 

The seven road projects include: 

• Virginia Beacii Boulevard II - widening to eight 
lanes between Rosemont and Great Neck roads. 
Projected completion - August 1989. 

• Holland Road Phase IV - widening to four 
lanes a 1.2 mile segment between Lynnhaven 
Parkway and Landstown Road; adding bike path 
and sewage/water improvements. Projected com- 
pletion - October 1988. 

• Great Neck Road Phase II - new four and six 
lane added to Great Neck Road; high-rise bridge 
over Long Creek Canal. Projected completion - 
September 1988. 

• RosemoDt Road Phase III - widening the road to 
four lanes between Dahlia Drive and Lynnhaven 
Parkway; the building of a four-lane highway to 
connect Dahlia and Holland Roads. Projected 
completion - April 1989. 

• Lynnhaveir Parkway Phase VII - widening 
Lynnhaven Parkway to a four-lane divided high- 
way between Salem Canal and Indian River Road. 
Projected completion - December 1989. 

•Computerized Traffic Signals - connecting 200 of 
the city's 250 signalized intersections with a central 
computer. Projected completion - December 1988. 

• Ocean Park Drainage - the installation of a 
storm drainage system on Shore Drive and 
surrounding roads. Projected completion - October 

1990.

Safety tips for summer barbecuing 
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As the warm summer months 
quickly approach, many Virginia 
Beach residents will be firing-up 
their barbeque grills. Please 
follow these few safety tips on 
back yard cooking and minor 
burns. 

Many people are burned every ' 
year by pouring lighter fluid on a 
hot bed of coals and the fire leaps 
out at them. PLEASE DO NOT 
DO THIS. The proper way to 
light a charcoal grill is safe and 
simple. 

Arrange the coals in a tall 
mound in the center of the grill. 
Pour on the lighter fluid in liberal 
amounts and wait for five 
minutes before you light them. 
The fluid needs to soak into the 
coals. Once the coals are lit... do 



not pour on more fluid. The 
fluUd that you pour onto the hot 
coals will ignite and could burn 
you or bystanders: Also it will 
make your food taste like the 
fluid because it is not burned up 
as completely as the fluid that has 
had a chance to soak . 

If you have a gas grill, open the 
lid and light the grill with the at- 
tached lighter. Close the lid and 
wait for Ave minutes for the lava 
rock to become uniformly hot. 
After using the gas grill, shut of 
the switches as well as the tank. 

Be sure when using both types 
of grills that you don't put than 
too close to walls, fences or 
overhead Obstructions. After 
using the charcoal grill, allow it 
to cool and then pour the ashes 
into a metal bucket and soak 
them down with water. Do not 
put them near a fence or where 
small children and pets could ac- 
cidently walk into them. So 
please soak them down with 
water as soon as you possibly 
can. 

Backyard cooking usually 
means small minor burns. If you 



burn yourself, immediately place' 
the burned finger under cold run-, 
ning water for five minutes. A 
burn injury will continue to cause 
tissue damage for the fu-st several 
minutes. A 1st degree burn^ just 
causes the skin to become red. A 
second degree burn is more; 
serious. The skin will form a 
blister and may become infected. 
Clean the wound and wrap a 
sterile bandage around thjp 
wound loosely and after the scab 
has formed, place ointment on it 
if it {4)pears to be infected. 

If the burns are serious or, 
large, seek medical attention. 
Always keep children away from 
the cooking area as well a$ pets. 
If you need help in an emergejicy, 
dial 911 for the Fire Department 
or Rescue Squad. 

Remember - cuukuig- wiin a 
flamable liquid is dangerous if 
you don't respect it. Cool the 
coals as soon as possible and 
think fire safety. Drop by any fire 
station and ask for a tour.

After spending six years at 
Kempsville Meadows as prin- 
cipal, Prine was offered the 
principalship of Malibu 
Elementary in 1979 by Dr. E. E. 
BrickeU, who was Virginia 
Beach's superintendent at the 
time. Prine accepted. He has 
spent the last nine years at 
Malibu and will retire on July 1 .

He said he was also 
blessed with outstanding 
teachers. Prine described the 
Virginia Beach school division 
as a "caring place." The 
current superintendent is Dr. 
James Melvin. 

"Just this past year Superin- 
tendent Melvin has started a 
program called T.L.C. — 
teaching, learning and caring," 
said Prine. 

Prine said that "there is 
always room for im- 
provement;" and that there 
should be a smaller student/ 
teadia ratio in many of the 
schools throughout the city. 

Maxine Prine, his wife of 
nearly 4S years, retired from the 
Virginia Beach school system a 
few years ago. Their son David 
is a computer programmer and 
resides in Baltimore; and 
daughter Judy is a teacher who 
last taught at Newtown Elemen- 
tary. He is a proud grandfather 
of three grandchildren. The 
Prine family suffered a great 
loss in 1980 with the death of 
then- daughter Linda.

Council rejects 
members raises

By a vote of 6-5, city council voted down a $3,000 raise for them- 
sevles. 

Following action of the General Assembly this year allowing in- 
creases in salaries of mayors and council members Mayor Robert G. 
Jones said that he had asked the city attorney to prepare an ordinance 
raising the salary of the mayor from $17,000 to $20,000 and of council 
members from $15,000 to $18,000. The limits are permitted for cities of 
.260,000 and over. 

Jonn said, however, that council was not permitted to act because it 
was too close to a councilmanic election so that the ordinance was 
delayed until Monday. Jones, who is leaving office on July 1 when the 
new salaries would have been effective, said that members fully earned 
the salaries contemplated. He said that some are reluctant to vote for 
increases for themselves, but that they must be mindful that they are 
also voting on otho- people's salaries. 

Councihnan John A. Baum. saying that in his 16 years on council he 
made the motion for increases twice before, said the job can easily be 
full time. He siud that council should not be for only the wealthy or 
retired or those with special incomes. He made the motion for ap- 
proval, seconded by Councihnan Harold Heischober. 

Hdschober said that the cost of living had increased 4.6 since the last 
increase. 

Baum added that if council members don't want the money they can 
donate it to the city. 

Councilman Robert Fentress also pointed out that the last raise was 
in 1984. 

Voting for the increase were Baum, Fentress, Heischober, Jones and 
John L. Perry. 

Voting against the increase were Barbara Henley, Reba McClanan. 
Nancy Pvker. Vice Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, John D. Moss and 
Albert Balko. Obemdorf, mayor-elect, in effect voted against a $5,000 
salary increase for herself. 

This was the first time counciUlffned^^Jown a salary increase in at 
least ten years and possibly lOngicr j .

Watts said that it appears that 
the Corps has conducted a very 
thorough and extensive review of 
the issues and has reached a 
logical and appropriate con- 
clusion — that the project will 
not have any significant en- 
vironmental impacts.

The Virginia State Bar will this 
weekend hold its SOth annual 
meeting and convention in 
Virginia Beach commencing a 
year-long celebration in 
recognition of the State Bar's 
SOth anniversary.

Rezoning for new busines^park 
approved by city council

The way was cleared for the 
development of a new business 
park for Virginia Beach with the 
rezoning Monday of 252.204 
acres of the Willard White Estate 
from AG-1 Agricultural District 
to I-l light Industrial District. 

The property is located west of 
the intersection of the General 



Booth Boulevard and Dam Neck 
Road nonh of the green line. 

Kevin Cosgrove, a city attor- 
ney representing the Virginia 
Beach Development Authority, 
the contract purchaser of the 
property, said that the Authority 
is rapidly running out of land and 
wants to increase the city's tax 
base by providing more land for 
business development. He said 
that the city's Oceana West In- 



dustrial Park is almost used up 
and other land in the city is im- 
pacted by AICUZ, the Navy's 
Air Impact Compatible Use 
Zone/requirements. 

He said that the use of the 
property for business would add 
revenues as opposed to a net loss 
for residential development. 

The Navy has endorsed the use 
as compatible for a noise zone 
three and except for the location 
of streets through the business 
park, residents generally are not 
opposed to the project. 

A 75-foot buffer will be reser- 
ved around the perimeter of the 



complex. The Authority will 
build a berm with landscaping in 
the buffer where it adjoins 
developed residential property 
and will reserve the strip along 
other portions of the park for a 
berm and landscaping when ad- 
joining property is developed. 

Cosgrove said that the location 
of roads such as Estates Drive 
and Dam Neck Road has not 
been determine. The Authority 
will have to return to council to 
establish the alignments. 

The Authority's plan shows an 
access on the proposed 
Southeastern Expressway, but

Hepatitis epidemic 

A hepatitis scare and epidemic is running ram- 
pant throughout our city. It's getting to a point that 
you wonder if you are risking your health eating 
out. 

Eighty-six people in Virginia Beach have been 
reported contracting hepatitis this year. Only 14 
cases were reported in all South Hampton Roads 
last year. The latest outbreaks have resulted from 
a direct or indirect association with the Wee Care 
day care center in Norfolk, where more than 600 
children may have been exposed to the virus. The 
food chains that had an infected worker are the 
Hop-In Food Stores, the Greater Grinder sandwich 
shop, on Baxter Road, and Zeros sandwich shop, 
in the Birchwood Shopping Center — all in 
Virginia Beach. 

The Virginia Beach Hop-In stores that could 
possibly be infected are: 601 Newtown Road; 801 
S. Lynnhaven Road; 3001 Silina Drive; 5636 Prin- 
cess Anne Road; 401 Green Meadows Road; 
1901 S. Independence Blvd.; 1196 Indian Lakes 
Blvd.; and 1099 Independence Blvd. 

The wide-spread disease is becoming a serious 
health problem which should not be taken lightly. 
If there is any chance you have been affected, call 
the health department or your doctor. The Virginia 
Beach Health Department is offering inoculations 
inoculations clinics for $5 a shot at the Human 
Resources Building, 3432 Virginia Beach Blvd. 

Symptoms to be aware of include fatigue, mild 
fever, joint aches, nausea, and sometimes diarrhea. 

Taking precautionary measures could prevent 
this contagious disease from spreading anymore 
throughout our city.— J.M.C.

Water ... we all take it for 
granted. Just turn the spicket on 
and out comes clean water. But 
for your Virginia Beach 
professional firefighters, it 
doesn't come all that easy 
sometimes. 

Every fire department pumper 
carries 500 gallons of water inside 
a tank locat«I in the center of the 
truck. When the firefighters 
arrive on the scene of a blaze, 
they simply pul! a handle and out 



comes the water through the 
firehose. 

The firehoses are 200 feet long 
and the nozzle is adjust^l to 
allow 200 gallons of water to flow 
out per minute. So in about two 
and a half minutes, that tank 
water is dei^ed. That's why at 
least two pumpers are dispatched 
to every building fire in Virginia 
Beach. One pumper is the "at- 
tack" pumper and the other is 
"supply." The supply pumper 
lays larger fire hose down the 
street to a fire hydrant or fire 

plug. 

The term plug came from in 
the early days of underground 
water mains. A hole was cut into 
the wooden water mains and the 
firehose was plugged into it and 
the water was used to put out the 
fire.

The city of Virginia Beach is 
celebrating its 25th anniversary 
this year. It has been a quarter 
centu;y of phenomenal growth 
and excitement. 

Perhaps nothing symbolizes 
the maturity of our city so much 
as the development of a true 
downtown for Virginia Beach. 

This is the first in a series of bi- 
weekly articles to keep you in- 
formed about one of the most 
important events to have oc- 
curred during the city's 25-year 
history — the emergence of the 
Central Business District. 
Virginia Beach's own downtown. 

With this inaugural article, we 
want to express our deep ap- 
preciation to The Virginia Beach 
Sun. As the city's only indepen- 
dent, hometown newspaper. The 
Sun continues to support the 
Central Business District 
Association in its resolve to 
create a retail/financial/com- 
merical "heart" for our young 
city.

District 9egan — 

The city of Virginia Beach was 
formed in 1963 when the small 
seaside town of Virginia Beach 
merged with the sprawling farm 
country of Princess Anne Coun- 



ty. The new municipality had 259 
square miles of land and 1 1 1 ,000 
residents, but no single, focused 
business district. Following the 
merger, residential and commer- 
cial growth mushroomed. 
Population centers evolved in 
nodes, along established 
thoroughfares. 

In the center of the city, a 
strategic crossroads emerged at 
the intersection of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard and Independence 
Boulevard — the Pembroke 
area. 

In 1973, Virginia Beach city 
council, recognizing the area's 
potential as a commercial center, 
zoned 500 acres of it as the 
designated "Central Business 
District." Under this zoning 
classifications, the CBD was ear- 
marked for development as a 
"metropolitan center for finan- 
cial, commercial, professional 
and cultural activities." 

With the opening of Pembroke 
Mall in 1966, Tidewater's first 
enclosed regional shopping cen- 
ter, the area took a major step 
forward. It drew retail trade from 
across South Hampton Roads. 
Smaller retail and service shop- 
ping centers followed with the 
opening of Pembroke East Shop- 
pes and Pembroke Meadows in 
1970. 

During the same year, con- 
struction was begun on Pem- 
broke One of Pembroke Office 
Park. In 1981, Corporate Center 
was completed, providing space 
for professional and commercial 
enterprises to serve the rapid 
growth area. 

In February of 1987, a group 
of business leaders aniiounced

the formation of a non-profit 
organization — the Central 
Business District Association. 

Their goal was to create a 
"true city center in Pembroke's 
designated Central Business 
District." They joined together 
to harness the talents and resour- 
ces of business and community 
leaders to provide the rapidly 
growing city with a true sense of 
identity to meet the needs of the 
professional, commercial and 
retail communities. 

How tlie Central Business 
District serves the com- 
munity — 

For the over 360,000 residents 
living within a three-mile radius 
of the CBD, and the thousands 
who shop and work in the Pem- 
broke area, Virginia Beach's 
downtown provides a range of 
services — all in one convenient, 
centralized location. 

Today, it is recognized as the 
financial, commercial and retail 
focus of Virginia Beach. With the 
opening of the 11 -story. One 
Columbus Center office building 
in 1983, numerous financial in- 
stitutions moved into the area. 
Today, the tenant list includes 
Sovran Bank, Paine Webber, B. 
F. Saul Mortgage Company, and 
Atlantic Permanent Federal 
Saving and Loan. In late 1987, 
the 45,000 ft. Princess Anne 
Commercial Bank opened. 

In mid-1989, Virginia Beach's 
tallest office building. Two 
Columbus Center, a 14-story, $26 
million tower, is scheduled to 
open with Signet, Virginia's 
second largest bank, as its anchor 
tenant. 

As more and more business 
leaders recognize the growing 
commercial vitality of the Pem- 
broke area, the demand for office 
space is skyrocketing. With ap- 
proximately one million square 
feet of CBD office space 90 per- 
cent leased, the Pembroke area 
has one of the highest occupancy 
rates in all of Hampton Roads. 
And the demand is increasing. 
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Plans for construction of new 
office space in 1988 include: the 
70,000 sq. ft. Corporate Center 
Five, the 100,000 sq. ft., ten- 
story Plaza Office Tower, and 
the 55,000 sq. ft. Ten Columbus 
Center. 

In addition, the CBD has the 
largest concentration of gover- 
nment offices, with the exception 
of the distant Princess Anne 
Courthouse area, to be found 
anywhere in the city. There are 14 
government agencies representing 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments. 

After a quarter century of 
growth, the emergence of a Cen- 
tral Business District signals the 
city's maturity. The CBD can 
become the heart and soul of 
Virginia Beach, providing the city 
with a distinct identity and 
residents with a sense of 
belonging. 

By the year 2000, Virginia 
Beach is expected to have a 
population of over 500,000 
people. CBDA members are 
working together with the city of 
Virginia Beach to ensure that as 
Virginia Beach continues to 
grow, the CBD will become a 
vital urban center and a source of 
pride to its citizens.

Teachers 
cited for 
excellence

Spring is a natural time for 
renewal and also a wonderful op- 
portunity to celebrate the arts. 

In every school, student 
displays of visual art and assem- 
blies to demonstrate these ac- 
complishments have been taking 
place since April. Like spring, it 
has been a delight to the senses. 
The human soul needs and 
yearns for a chance for ex- 
pression. 

Quoting John Goodlad in A 
Place Called School, "The need 
for expression lies just back of 
the human need for food, water, 
and socialization." 

Goodlad goes on to state that 
in his study of schools and 
students across this country,

teresting and enjoyable than the 
academic subject fields . . .both 
principals and teachers in our 
sample viewed the arts as 
providing students with unique 
opportunities for personal 
development anci aesthetic ex- 
perience." 

In a recent Education Week ar- 
ticle, Virginia Beach art^teachers 
were cited for their excellence. 
The school system's commitment 
to art instruction was applauded. 
The 1977 curriculum guide for 
art instruction was applauded. 
The 1977 curriculum guide for art 
instruction in grades K-12 and its 
implementation across the school 
system was recognized by the first 
congressionally mandated study 
of the arts as "an outstanding 
example" of effective district 
wide leadership in improving art 
education. 

The congressional report goes 
on to say, "If all school districts 
were so well organized, so ef- 
ficiently and effectively ad- 
ministered, and so enlightened 
concerning both their general 
educational pr{^ram and the role 
of art in that program, then art 
education in this country would 
rest on solid footing."

On Monday morning the city 
was playing host to 387 inmates 
in the City Jail. The jail was built 
to house 166 inmates. 

But that's not the most the jail 
has accommodated; the highest 
occupancy for the year was 436, 
Sheriff William Overman told 
city council at a workshop Mon- 
day. 

The recreation room has been 
converted into a dormitory 
sleeping 36 people and the class- 
rooms provide a sleeping area for 
18 more. 

Like jails througliout the state, 
Overman said, the Virginia Beach 
facility is grossly overcrowded. 

A proposed addition providing 
225 additional cells would cost an 
estimated $8.5 million, according 



to Architect Melvin Spence who 
presented preliminary plans for 
the fadlity. A central booking 
wing would cost another $1.6 
million, but coming to $142 a 
square foot, the price for the ad- 
ditions is reasonable, said Spen- 
ce. 

In addition to the 225 cells, the 
facility would have holding cells, 
medical cells and 15 individual 
cells in central booking which 
could also be used as isolation 
cells for medical reasons and 
booking cells. The whole 
building, said Spence, will be 
designed to be as maximum 
security as it can be. 

The addition would contain 
144 dormitory cells, 66 individual 
cells and 15 special cells. 



On Monday, Overman said the 
jail houses 161 sentenced felons, 
135 pre-trial felons, 41, 
misdemeanors, 15 work release 
prisoners and 35 females. 
^ The central booking facility, 
Spence said would eliminate con- 
siderable transportation of 
prisoners through the processing 
system, avoiding tie-ups of police 
vehicles and putting the police of- 
ficers back on the street. 

The city has $6 million 
allocated for an addition to the 
Correction Center in the currept 
Capital Improvement Budget. 

Spence said the plans are 70 
percent complete and are 
scheduled for review by the State 
in September.

Will a standardized test be ad- 
ministered to your child next 
year? If he or she is in kindergar- 
ten, first, fourth, sixth, eighth, 
ninth, or eleventh grade, the an- 
wer is a definite yes. If not, the 
answer is maybe. Only the 
General Assembly and the State 
Board of Education know for 
sure. 

As a result of a "Nation at 
Risk" report and the "Carnegie 
Report" on education in the early 
1980s, our General Assembly felt 
a need to document educational 
progress of students, teachers, 
administrators, schools, and 
school divisions. To do so, the' 
Virginia Board of Education was 
given mandate upon mandate to 
research and document 
progression and deficiencies in 
those areas. Governor Baliles 
also instituted the Passport to 
Literacy Program. One way to 
document educational progress is 
to test. And indeed, we do! 

These tests are all well and 
good when used for the right 
purposes. Most people affiliated 
with the research and develop- 
ment of new tests readily admit 
they are useful mainly to the 
General Assembly and local real 



estate agents. Students and 
parents defer to teachers; 
teachers defer to building ad- 
ministrators; building ad- 
ministrators defer to central of- 
fice; and central office personnel 
defer to the State Board of 
Education. It's no wonder we all 
are getting a little testy over tests. 

This year the Cognitive 
Abilities Test (CogAT) was ad- 
ministered to all first grade 
students in Virginia for the first 
time. The first alarm went off in 
Virginia Beach when building 
administrators and grade-level 
coordinators were called to a 
meeting to explain the test and its 
administration approximately 
one week prior to teachers giving 
the test. Grade coordinators then 
disseminated the information to 
the first grade teachers in their 
building. Teachers were required 
to fill out each individual test for 
each student with name, birth- 
date, class, etc. In classrooms 
with 20-30 students, this was a 
time consuming task. 

The second alarm came with 
the test admimstration date. The 
test would be given the vitpk 
before or after Halloween. The 
national norms allowed this date 
or one later in the spring. 

The Examiner's Manual con- 
sists of 88 pages to be read, 
digested, remembered, and

spewed back in the same short 
period of time. Keep in mind — 
normal planning, teaching, and 
evaluation was still going on. 

The CogAT has six subjects. 
The total administration time is 
one hour and fifty minutes. The 
test is ideally given on three 
separate days. No more than 15 
children should be tested at a 
time. This means, in most cases, 
half of the class take the test 
while the other half are outside or 
otherwise being entertained. Now 
the administration time is 
doubled and the non-teaching 
time is also tloubled. The bottom 
line is that three days of teaching 
have been disrupted and four 
hours of learning time has been 
lost. 

The CogAT provides several 
scores on each student. One of 
these is the STD score or the 
corresponding Standard Age 
Score. This score is to be similar 
to an IQ score. The only problem 
is the variance of this score. 
There is a standard deviation of 
16. A child scoring 100 may ac- 
tually be scoring 116 or 84. This 
score is used for placement into 
the Academically Advanced 
Program for kindergardeners and 
first graders. It is also used for 
identifying those children 
requiring remedial assistance.

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Researchers say the purpose of 
standardized tests is to draw at- 
tention to the surprises. Those 
children who need special 
assistance or those requiring a 
greater academic challenge can be 
identified. 

It is unfortunate that children 
must be subjected to standar- 
dized tests every time they turn 
around. They may be pushed into 
the "Super Kid" syndrome to ac- 
complish greater tasks when in 
fact, an average curriculum 
would better suit their needs. Or 
the world may give up on them as 
"underachievers" and they may 
never vyork up to their true poten- 
tial. Conversely, a child requiring 
assitance may be assumed to be 
average and never receive the 
much needed extra help. 

If the General Assembly con- 
tinues to mandate procedures for 
accountability and the State 
Department of Education con- 
tinues to hand these mandates 
down to each locality without 
proper preparation and funding, 
teachers will be forced to teach to 
indivudal tests and teach test- 
taking skills. When will the 
children learn what they are being 
tested on? Will the schools be 
religated to testing students on 
what their parents have taught 
them?

their lives due to the storm, said 
Eskey. 

In 1986 Hurricane Charlie 
passed over Virginia Beach in 
post-hurricane stages, causing 
minimal damage. 

"Hurricane Charlie was 
probably no more dangerous 
than a severe thunderstorm," 
said Eskey. "We were very for- 
tunate." 

Hurricane season began Jvme 1 
and continues to November 30, 
with its peak time running 
August through October, Eskey 
said. Because of Virginia Beach's 
potoitial for hurricane damage, 
every citizen should learn what to 
do should a deadly storm strike, 
Eskey added. 

"People should attempt to 
learn everything they can about 
their homes, neighborhoods and 
environment in relation to threats 
a major storm might provide," 
Eskey said. 

Some inecautions that residen- 
ts can take in preparation of a 
hurricane are: keeping infor- 
n^ — listening to the news and 
reading the f«per; learn where 
the n«u-est shelt^ is to their 
home; make a list of valuables, 
medicines, toiletries, clothes, 
etc., in case evacuating is 
net^sary; have a first aid kit 



available; have a supply of food 
and other necessities ready; and 
residents should check their in- 
surance policies making sive their 
property is properly insured, ac- 
cording to Eskey. 

Nineteen schools in Virginia 
Beach are designated shelters for 
citizens. Eskey said he would not 
suggest people to evacuate their 
homes during an actual 
hurricane. 

"People need adequate lead 
time to reach the shelter, friend's 
house, or wherever their 
destination is . . . before the 
conditions deteriorate from the 
storm," said Eskey. "Our goal is 
to make valid evacuation recom- 
mendations." 

Sandbridge residents are most 
likely the ones to evacuate during 
a severe hurricane, said Eskey. 
He said he does not want to 
alarm people living inland but he 
urges them to consider the 
possibility of evacuation. 

"People have to look at their 
own situation and do whatever 
will give them the most peace of 
mind," said Eskey. 

If residents can answer "yes" 
to any of the following questions, 
Eskey said he would urge them to 
evacuate their homes . . .

A hurricane protection plan 
for Virginia Beach was recently 
approved by the United States 
Senate. The $513,000 project in- 
volves a comprehensive hiuricane 
protection and beaCh erosion 
control program for the commer- 
cial oceanfront property. The 
plan involves preconstruction 
engineering and design work, and 
later plans and specifications, ac- 
cording to a press release from 
Virginia State Senator John 
Warner. 

The Office of Emergency Ser- 
vices, located in Room 225 of the 
Public Safety Building in the 
Municipal Center has hurricane 
pamphlets providing information 
on shelter locations, safety rules 
and preparations which can be 
made. This information is also 
available at Virginia Beach public 
libraries, said Eskey. To obtain a

If the jail population continues 
to increase. Overman said, the 
city can expect 550 inmates by the 
time the jail is built. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan asked about the status of 
a regional jail. 

Overman said that he had no 
problem with a regional jail, but 
that one problem is that nobody 
wants it and another is the time it 
will take to get one. The city 
needs more space now, he said. 

"Everyone seems to say we're 
not interested," said McClanan, 
"and I haven't been asked while 
I've been on council!" 

Overman said that he hadn't 
been asked either. 

One of the problems, said 
Overman, is that the city jail 
houses 161 sentenced felons. If 
the sentence is less than four 
years, he said, the state expects 
the felon to remain in the local- 
jails because the felon will be 
eligible for parole in one-sixth of 
the time. "It's all right for us to 
have one sleep on our floor but 
not on the State prison floor," 
said Overman, 

When the State runs short of 
space for prisoners, the talk 
begins about a regional jail. 
Overman said, "but the State 
won't run it." 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
asked about the program where 
prisoners are released early but 
monitored with electronic 
signals. 

Overman said that of the two 
pilot programs in the state — in 
Moiiw"- "nd Arlington, Nor- 
folk's did noi work, and 
Arlington has asked for six more 
months. Other states have given 
mixed reports on the syston. 

City Manager Aubrey Watts 
Jr. said that he would prepare a 
package on the proposals with 
the help of the sheriff and the 
staff including input from oth« 
cities and would look at mv«^ 
facilities. A regional facility, he 
said, however, would come on 
Hne after the Virginia Bmch jail 
would take place.

Sclerosis. It is a chronic and of- 
ten progressive disease of the 
central nervous sytem. Sym- 
(rtoms can range from slight 
blurring of vision to paralysis, 
according to the MS Scoiety. 

The disease had definitely 
changed Towslee's life and has 
affected his entire family. 

"My family has had to cope 
with seeing me play basketball 
to having to rely on a 
wheelchair to get around," said 
Towslee. 

His 10-year-old son Tim was 
quoted as saying, "even though 
I^ul can't play baseball with 
roe, he still sp^ds a lot of time

The city of Virginia Beach is a 
fortunate city.

zoning ordinance; cultural and 
civic affairs, which works to 
bring such events into the central 
district; public relations, 
economic development, who 
members work in tandem with 
city officials to attract new 
businesses to the Central Business 
District; and the roads and tran- 
sportation committee, which 
works hand-in-hand with the 
planning task force discussing 
ways to meet the area's tran- 
sporatation needs. 

It is through the work of these 
committees, which meet mon- 
thly, that the all-important plan- 
ning necessary to build a qudity 
dty center in Virginia Beach oc- 
curs.

The 1988 summer school 
program for Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools will begin June 27 
for secondary students. 

Secondary School (grades 
seven through twelve. 

Registration will be held June 
22 and 23 from 9 a.m. to 12 noon 
Students may enroll in one course 
only, except August graduating 
seniors who-W|«ligi|ri0#i|49ke a 
maximum of two courses. 
Tuition and fees must be paid at 
the time of registration. Tuition 
is $80 per course for Virginia 
Beach residents and $120 per 
course for non-residents; the 
amount of fees charged is the 
same as during regular school 
session, according to a city press 
release. 

Summer school students must 
provide their own transportation. 
Classes will be held Monday 
through Friday from June 27 to 
August 12, except on the July 4 
holiday. The morning session 
hours are from 7:30 a.m. to 12 
noon; afternoon session hours 
are from 12:30 to 5 p.m. Only the 
Green Run High summer center 
will offer afternoon sessions, the 
release stated. 

Based on where they live and 
courses offered at a given center, 
secondary students will attend 
summer school at one of four 
centers— First Colonial High, 
Green Run High, Princess Anne 
High, and Plaza Junior High. 
Senior high and ninth grade 
students will attend the senior 
high center as indicated below, 
except seniors lacking credits and 
eligible to graduate in August; 
they will attend Green Run High. 
Courses offered at only one cen- 
ter will be open to all students. 

All seventh and eighth grade 
students will attend Plaza Junior 
High. 

Attending the Fn-st Colonial 



High summer center will be 
students living in the Great Neck, 
Lynnhaven, and Virginia Beach 
junior high attendance zones. At- 
tending the Green Run High 
summer center will be studoits 
living in the Brandon, Kem- 
psville', and Princess Anne junior 
high attendance zones, plus 
students in the Plaza Junior High 
attendance zone living south and 
west of Clubhouse Road. Atten- 
ding the Princess Anne High 
siunmer center will be students 
living in the Bayside and In- 
dependence junior high atten- 
dance zones, plus students from 
the Plaza Junior High attendance 
zone living north and east of 
Clubhouse Road, the release 
stated. 

Courses offered during sum- 
mer school must have sufficient 
enrollment and certified staff to 
teach them. Probable course of- 
ferings will include English 9, 
10, 11, and 12, geography, 
world history (F.A./G.R. only), 
Virginia and U.S. history, 
Virginia and U.S. government, 
algebraic foundations, Algebra I, 
geometry, Algebra II, Algebra 
Il/trigonometry, earth science, 
and biology, the release stated. 

The following are probable 
course offerings at the Green Run 
High center only: General 
Mathematics 9, math ap- 
plications, trigonometry 
(semester course), chemistry, 
Health and Physcial Education 9 
and 10, Physical Education 11 
and 12 (graduating seniors only), 
art, art appreciation (semester 
course), and Typing I (semester 
course). 

Intensive En^sh classes for 
secondary level nonnative 
speakers will be hefd at Lyn- 
nhaven Elementary School. 
Tuition for this class is $25, the 
release stated.

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Leger concerned about public entry 
and use of Plum Tree Island NWR 



Anthony D. Leger, manager of 
Back Bay and Plum Tree Island 
National Wildlife Refuge 
(NWR), recently reissued a 
statement concerning public en- 
try and use of Plum Tree Island 
NWR. 

According to Leger, the 3,275- 
acre Refuge of saline marsh, 
which is located within the incor- 
porated limits of the city of 
Poquoson, is closed to all public 
activities. 

The closure, which has been in 
effect since the Refuge was 
established in 1972, was enacted 
in order to provide for public 
safety. 

Leger reported that Plum Tree 
Island was originally owned and 
mana|(ed by the Department of 
Defense "and was used by the Air 
Force as a gunnery and bombing 
range until the late 1950s. The 
island is saturated with unex- 
ploded bombs and other or- 
dinance, which prohibit any safe 
use of the area by the public. It 
also remains an emergency jet- 
tison zone for the Air Force and 



reservations in the deed of tran- 
sfer provide NASA with rights to 
utilize the area as a free flight 
zone for testing models, accor- 
ding to a Department of Interior 
press release. 

With the arrival of the spring 
season, Leger indicated that there 
was a need to reissue the Fish and 
Wildlife Service's policy on 
public use on Plum Tree Island 
NWR. 

The service, Leger stated, "has 
a mandated responsibility for the 
protection of migratory birds. 
This responsibility has led to the 
recent completion of plans for 
expanded wildlife surveys," he 
said. 

These expanded surveys, which 
were initiated during the summer 
of 1987, will be continued 
throughout 1988, the release 
stated. 

Leger intends to utilize his 
staffs periods of increased patrol 
and survey activity to educate 
and inform the public about the 
objectives, regulations, and wild- 
life resources of the Refuge, the 



release stated.
